National Preschool Immunization Week 


National Preschool Immunization Week is 
April 24-30. The theme for this special week is 
"hands Across the Nation for Preschool Immu- 
nization.” 

This is a time for Health practitioners, parents 
and communities to form partnerships to pro- 
vide the most basic of health care protection for 
children -- immunization against dangerous 
childhood diseases. 

Children need to begin immunizations at age 
two months and complete the basic immuniza- 
tion series by two years of age. 

Childhood immunizations are available free of 
charge from local health clinics, yet only 67 per- 
cent of Florida's two-year-old children are com- 
pletely immunized by age two. 

This leaves a large part of this vulnerable pop- 
ulation unprotected against dangerous diseases 
such as Diphtheria, Pertussis (Whooping 
Cough), Measles, Tetanus, Mumps, Rubella, 
Haemophilus Influenzae (bacterial meningitis), 
Polio and Hepatitis B. 

These diseases seriously threaten the well- 
being of our children, but they are preventable.

As seasonal temperatures rise in Florida, so 
does the likelihood that homeowners will waste 
a greater proportion of their energy dollars. 
That's because in most homes, leaks in the air 
conditioning duet system account for the largest 
single area of energy waste. 

According to the Florida Solar Energy Center, 
more than 70 percent of Florida homes have 
leaks in their cooling and heating system duct- 
work, meaning that the average home wastes 
one out of every four dollars spent on keeping it 
cool. In addition, cooling system leaks also can 


lead to problems with comfort and indoor air 


quality. 

To combat the problem, Florida Power & Light 
Company offers a Program to help homeowners 
identify and repair leaks in E cooling and 
heating duct system.

Dear JS: 

As children grow older it is normal for them to 
try to assert their independence by initiating 
actions and not listening to their parents. What 
vou have briefly described however, sounds like 
more than a normal assertion of initiative. 

Children who are happy feel secure do not 
need to steal, lie or bully others” 

Since you don't know what is on her. mind, it 
appears that better communication with your 
child would be a good place to start. It is impor- 
tant to try to better understand her feelings and 
needs since she acts badly so often. You need to 
try to “catch her being good.” 

That is, when she is behaving well, you need 
ta praise her and to encourage a mutual expres- 
sion of feelings. 

Even when she behaves badly you need Ae 
clarify that it is her "bad behavior” (her actions) 
that you are upset about, and are not devaluing 
her worth as a child or a daughter,

L David Boltson i is the associate director of the Western Palm 
Beach County Mental Health Clinic in Belle Glade, and is a 
licensed psychologist in private practice in Lake Worth. 


You might’calmly share some examples of 
things that make you mad. or fearful, so that 
she will be more encouraged to admit negative 
feelings that she herself sometimes bears. 

She needs to learn a more appropriate way of 
expressing negative feelings. 

In your letter you mentioned you have been 
married three times. Although such changes 
were likely disruptive to your child, positive 
actions today will be more helpful to your child 
than regretting the past. 8 

It is not clear from your letter whether you are 
married currently, but if you are, you must 
ensure that your husband and yourself are in 
agreement over general parenting, commynica- 
tion, and disciplinary styles. < 

Likewise, if you can recruit your daughter's 
teachers for feedback and a response strategy, a 
successful intervention will be more likely. 

It will work best if all or most persons involved 
with your daughter follow a similar intervention 
and/or discipline plan. 

Basically, you need to apply a two-pronged 
approach towards your daughter. You need to 
express loving concern, but you also need to 
make it clear that spécific disciplinary.sanctions 
will apply for unacceptable behavior. ` 

Additionally, if you openly discuss your own 
hopes and fears, your daughter will be more 
likely to admit negative feelings to your. A good 
children’s therapist can often help facilitate the 
communication process between yourself and. 
your daughter.
